Even though a. blood-vessel of considerable size is 


ruptcd, a "dead faint" will stay the bleeding and per- 
mit those local changes essential to protection from 
further loss of the fluid of life. 


There are many forms of bleeding. 
One of the 


most common is nosebleed. Nosebleed may result from 
inJury> from local disease or from some disturbance of 
the system.

A TURK'S way of stopping hemorrhage is to cause 
faintness. 
The most pronounced symptom of 


fainting is lowered heart action. An organ that 


was beating strongly a moment ago is suddenly HO weak 
in its pulsation that its movements can scarcely be felt 


Kven though a blood-vessel of considerable size is 


niptcd, a "dead faint" will stay the bleeding and per- 
mit those local changes essential to protection from 
further loss of the fluid of life. 


There are many forms of bleeding. One of the 


most common is nosebleed. Nosebleed may result from 
injury, from local disease or from some disturbance of 
the system. 


Certain diseases of the kidneys, liver, lungs and heart produce con-
